HAT inſtead of 120001. due from Mr. Lenthall at Sir John Cuthr's 
Death, ( as the Caſe ſuggeits) there was above 145001. then due, 
as has ſince been own'd, under Mr. Lenthals Hand and Seal, 


IT, That the Accompt ſtated in May 1697, is the Third pals'd by Mr. Lenthall 
under Hand and Seal, ſince Sir John Cutler's Death ; and all of them were paſs'd 
deliberately and fairly, as has appear'd by the Originals produc'd to the Com- 
mittee, where the ſame (with what is ſince incurred) have been Examined in Mr. 
LenthalPs preſence, and he could make no ObjeQtton, becaule of Vouchers to eve- 
ry Article that required them, and.he could not pretend Surprize, as owning to 
have had Coppys of Accompts deliver'd to him, 


IT, That the Pretence about Mr. Boulrer's making an Abatement, 1s altogether 
frivolous, many Perſons can witneſs upon occation: Andasto Mr. Fo/kes's being 
to have 1000 /. on that account, *ts already diſprov d upon Oath. 


IV. That the Deeds executed by Mr. Lerthall, about the Eſtate and Office, 
were done voluntarily and deliberately, has fully appear'd to a Committee of 
Parliament two years ago ; where the ſaid Decds (with Nr. Card, and others con- 
cern'd therein ) were examin'd in Mr. LezthalPs prejcnce, and he declar'd the 
Deeds to be with his Approbation, and that he directed chem to be arawn. 


V. That tho? Mr. Lenthall ſays he only knew ſince May laſt, that the Mort- 
pages were Aſſign'd to the Earl of Radnor, yet there's very ample Proot that he 
was acquainted with the Transferr as ſoon as *twas agreed upon, and he declar'd 
bis Satisfattion with it : Beſides, for two years lalt paſt, he hasreceiv'd, from 
time to time of the Earl of Raawor, ſeveral large Summs of Money, and under 
his Hand and Seal has charg'd and annex'd the ſame to the Sccurities ſo Afﬀign'd 
«$ aforeſaid ; for the proof whereof, and of this fair and regular paſling the Ac- 
compts and Deeds, the Committees and the Journals are reterr'd to. 

That there was any certain Rent to be paid for the Marſhals Oftice, is deny*d, 
the preſent Marſhal holding it on Tryal ; and by his Accomprt it dces appear, 
that nothing has been made on*c, nor indeed is like to be, wh:l: the Warden of 
the Flee makes ſo bold with As of Parliament, and bids Defiance to the Laws. 

ASto Mr. Leathall's value of the Oxferaſhire Eftate, and the Priſon, ?tis only
